from Captain Richard Barman, to his owners, in Alexan- 
dria, dated Turks Ifland, Sept.---1796. 
’ ‘The 16th of September, in lat. go, long. 70, 20, I fell 
in with the wreck of a fine vew brig, called the Michzel, 
of Hartford, and took fiom her the captain and crew (con- 
filling of ten men) with fome of her fails, rigging, anchor, 
&c. The mafter’s name is Ebenezer Arnold, of Middle- 
toa, She was losded with faves, corn, butter, &c, toge- 
ther with 40 oxen ondeck, and was upfet in a gale of 
wind on the. 3d of September. Thefe unfortunate men, 
whom I was providentially tuc means ef faving from the 
jaws of death, fubfified five days wathout food or water, 


when the Weather abating they found a crowbar in the 


ficcrage floor, with which they {cutled the main deck, and 
out one cafk of water and ene barrel of corn meal, on 
which they hved 8 days more, making in all 13 days from 
the time of their being upfet until I relieved them.
